Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/2/2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Election/Restriction 

Newly submitted claims 17-21 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

A) The species as illustrated in Figures 3A-3B 

B) The species as illustrated in Figures 2A-2F 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention 
(i.e. species A as illustrated in Figures 3 A-3B), this invention has been constructively elected by 
original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 17-21 are withdrawn 
from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention (i.e. species B). See 37 CFR 
1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the electronic devices and the multiple 
diamond elements must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in

abeyance. 

Double Patenting 

Claim 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 1. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim 
to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 
706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. The recitation in claims 4 and 6, "the heat sources" lacks antecedence. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Arnold et al. 
Claims 1, 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Larson et 

al. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's concerns directed toward Arnold et al. and Larson et al. are not found 
persuasive. Applicant's claims 1-6 do not require the wall or walls of the heat pipe to be made of 
diamond but rather that an element(s) being diamond as disclosed on pages 12 and 13 of 
applicant's specification and as illustrated in Figures 3A and 3B in applicant's drawings. 
Therefore, Arnold et al. and Larson et al. teach a heat pipe having at least one diamond element 
(item 74 in Arnold et al. and item 34 in Larson et al.) through which heat flows between a heat 
source(s) (the multiple integrated circuits in Arnold et al. and item 12 in Larson et al.) and a heat 
pipe (item 76 in Arnold et al. and item 10 in Larson et al.).
